1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
shown, in his 1.132 Declaration submitted on March 17, 2010, that many compositions 
of the closest prior art of record, EP '775, exhibited white turbidity at ratio of 4:6 when 
mixed with water and further does not form a bicontinuous phase. Applicant has now 
amended the claims to make them commensurate in scope and therefore the criticality 
is unexpected. Accordingly, the claims are allowable over the art of record.
